Discussion on Steed Resolution—Sev- 
eral House Bills Read for the 
First Time.

DR. B. H. CATCHING 
HAS PASSED AWAY 


Prominent Dentist Died Suddenly Yes- 
terday Morning from Apoplexy. 


WAS LEAVING FOR HIS OFFICE 


Stroke Result of Nervous Prostra- 
tion, Says Attending Physician. 


WAS SERIOUSLY ILL TW@ YEARS AGO 


He Was One of the Leading Dental, 
Literary and Religious Work- 
ers in the City. 


Dr. Benjamin H. Catching, one of the 
most prominent citizens and dentists of 
Atlanta, died suddenly yesterday morn- 
ing at 7 o'clock from a stroke of apoplexy 
at his residente, 357 Capitol avenue. 

The stroke that caused the death of the 
leading dentist came without warning 
yesterday morning as he was preparing 
to leave home for his office. He had 
been feeling well, but within fifteen min- 
utes afiter the first effect of the shock 
*was felt he had passed away. Wednes- 
day night he was in good health, and 
attended a wedding at Trinity church. 

When the stroke was felt yesterday 
morning Dr. C. C. Stockard, the family 
physician, and Dr. J. McF. Gaston were 
summoned, but all their efforts were of 
no avail. Two years ago Dr. Catching 
was prostrated by a severe nervous at- 
tack, from which he never entirely re- 
covered. and it was the opinion of Dr. 
Stockard that the stroke of apoplexy 
which resulted in his death yesterday 
was directly due to the effects of that 
attack. Then he had overworked him- 
self, having done considerable literary 
work in addition to his professional du- 
‘ties. ‘ 

Dr, Catching was the founder of The 
Southern Dental Journal, which he suc- 
cessfully conducted for more than eight 
years. This magaziné was one of the 
most prominent dental papers published 
on this country, and attracted much at- 
tention. It was merged into Catching’s 
Compedium of Dentistry five years ago, 
and ‘that paper also became one of the 
leading in the country among the dent- 
ists. 

At the same time he was conducting 
these papers he was attending his regular 
professional duties, and was worked very 
hard. He wrote a series of letters which 
were published in leading English dental 
papers and copied all over the continent 
by some of the greatest European dental 
magazines. 

Earnest Religious Worker. 

With all his dental and literary work, 
Dr. Catching found time to do consider- 
able and earnest religious work. He was 
for many years @ member of Trinity 
church, part of which time he was a 
steward, treasurer and assistant super- 
intendent of the Sunday school there. 
He resigned from the Trinity work, and 
devoted his time to working for St. John's 
mission, on Georgia avenue, and it was 
due to his work to a great extent that 
its growth was so, phenomenal. He was 
made superintenfént of the Sunday 
school, in: which capacity he did consid- 
erable. 

At the time of his death Dr. Catching 
was fifty-one years of age, he ‘having 
been born in 1848, at Georgetown, Miss. 
He was a. great grandson of the famous 
Benjamin Catching, of Georgia, who was 
a delegate to the original constitutional 


convention, He was married to Miss 
Martha Sanders, of Canton, Miss. 
In 1880 he came to Atlanta with his 


family and had been residing here since. 
He leaves a wife and four children. Fred 
Catching, his son, was at Creighton, Ga., 
at the time of the death, but arrived last 
Miss Louise Catching, his oldest 
daughter, was at Nashville attending 
college at Vanderbilt university, while 
the other children, Misses Nannie and

had.a resolution which he desired to 
present for adoption. He said that it 
was along the line of the other one pre- 
sented the day previous regarding the 
restriction of the privileges of the senate 
floor to those entitled to it, but that the 
verbage had been changed. 

“The other resolution which I offered 
yesterday and then withdrew,” said the 
senator from the twenty-third, “seems 
to have been misunderstood in certain 
quarters, and I desire to say now that it 
was not designed to reflect on any par- 
ticular person or persons in the senate 
at the time of its introduction. I now 
offer this resolution, which covers the 
subject fully.’’ 

The resolution then introduced is as 
follows: 

Whereas, There has been an abuse of 
privileges and courtesies 
by the senate; and, 

Whereas, The session is drawing to a close, 
each day bringing with it new business now 
panding before this body, as well as the many 
important bills soon to be transmitted by the 
house, may be expedited, and considered with- 
out obstruction or obtrusion, therefore, he it 

Resolved, That the privilege of the floor of 
the senate be restricted to those only who are 
justly entitled to the same. 

Senator Brannon, of the seventeenth, 
took exception to the resolution, saying 
that he thought {ts introduction and 
adoption entirély unnecessary. Senator 
Wight, of the tenth, offered a similar ob- 
jection and ‘stated that the more he 
thought of the resolution the less he 
liked it. 


Resolution Too Sweeping. 


Senators Davis and Hand were: of the 
Opinion that it was too sweeping in -its 
character, and the senator from. the 
eighth said that he considered it some- 
what of a reflection on the president of 
the senate. He said further that the laws 
governing such matters were plain and 
that the doorkeeper had already been in- 
Structed to see that the spirit of the 
law was ‘carried out to the letter. 

President Dodson, who was on the floor 
at the time of this part of the discussion, 
stated that he did not consider the reso- 
lution a reflection on him as presiding 
officer and ‘that he had called attentiog 
to. the fact that the privilege of the floor 
should be restricted to those whg were 
entitled’ to it. 

Senator Dickerson then offered the fol- 

wing amendment: 

. To amend by adding at the end of the reso- 
lution the fdllowing words: ‘‘It being under- 
stood that no one is entitled to the privilege 
of the floor extept senators and ex-senators, 
United States senators and congressmen, rep- 
resentatives, statehouse officers and senate em- 
Ployees, and no resolution shall be in order 
granting special privileges to anyone outside 
of those mentioned, as to the use of the floor.’’ 

Senator Brannon moved to refer the 
amendment to the committee on rules, 
and Senator Steed called for the ayes 
and noes on the vote. The result was 
that twenty favored referring the matter 
and nine were against.

Belt Line Company Institutes Condem- 
nation Proceedings. 


SEEKING A RIGHT OF WAY 


Six Property Owners Hold Out 
Against the Company’s Offer. 


WORK ON LINE HAS COMMENCED 


Belt Line Will Connect the Atlanta 
and West Point Road with the 
Georgia Road.

The Atlanta Belt line, connecting the 
Atlanta and West Point railroad with the 
Georgia railroad, jis all but assured and 
condemnation proceedings have already 
been instituted against certain property 
owners on the proposed right of way. , The 
sheriff has served six papers of condem- 
nation and the belt company has appoint- 
ed Clem R. Harris as its appraiser. 

The other side will have fully twenty 
days in which to appoint its representa- 
tive and these two will select a third. 
These three will determine upon an equl- 
table price for the land on the right 
of way and the belt company will then be 
prepared to close the deals and continue 
the work of construction already begun. 

The company has spent fully $100,000 pur- 
chasing a right of way and satisfactory 
deals have already been made with nearly 
one hundred property owners in the sec- 
tion of the county through which the road 
will pass. 

The purchase of the land for the right 
of way was made by Forrest Adair, act- 
ing as agent for the Belt Line company, 
and the property bought in is considered 
valuable. 

The condemnation proceedings were in- 
stituted owing to the fact that no satis- 
factory arrangements could be made with 
six property owners, and on the l4th and 
16th of next month the appraisers will de- 
termine wpon a price for the land, to be 
paid by the railroad company.
